To see if the town will vote to accept a portion of the old 
Lumbert Road, so called, as a class VI road, commencing on 
the southerly side of the Young Road and continuing to the 
Arnolt Holt residence, a distance of one-eighth mile, more or 
less, and provided further that said road will be maintained 
by the town. 


To see if the town will vote to accept the road leading to the 
Lorenzo Dube residence as a Class VI road, commencing on 
the northerly side of the Milan Road and continuing to the 
Dube residence, a distance of 300 feet more or less, and pro- 
vided further that said road will be maintained by the town.

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Report of Selectmen 


To the Inhabitants and Voters of Town of Milan: 


At this time of year nearly everyone is looking forward to 
traditional Town Meeting Day, a heritage that can truly be called 
New England. Town Meeting is an important event in Town 
Government. It is at this meeting YOU elect your town officers, 
appropriate money for town functions, and set the policies for 
your town, through its officers, to follow during the ensuing year. 
It is the day that you should exercise your power to vote and to 
express your views on the various issues under discussion. The 
important thing is that all issues, whether large or small, get fair 
consideration by vote. Some issues that appear in the proposed 
Warrant and Budget may need some clarification prior to Town 
Meeting. It is with this thought in mind that your Board of 
Selectmen herewith present a brief resume of town proceedings 
and decisions during the previous year 1953. 


Town Officers 

There was one death in the ranks of and one resignation 

received from elected Town officers during the past year. 

1. The death of Frank M. Hancock, Trustee of Trust Funds 
caused a vacancy in this department. No appointment has 
been made to date to fill this vacancy. 

2. In November 1953, Miss Katherine Hancock tendered her 
resignation as Town Clerk. The selectmen at this time 
appointed Mrs. Avis Croteau as Town Clerk to fill the 
unexpired term of Miss Hancock. 


Warrant and Budget 

These two items are so closely correlated that one common 
explanation is sufficient. This year, as in the past, considerable 
study was given to the preparation of these two important docu- 
ments. You will note that the warrant as it appears in this report 
may be subject to additions prior to Town Meeting. It does, 
however, represent a true picture as of this date. The budget 
represents the minimum required to transact the Town’s business 
and to meet its financial obligations. 


1. Increased Labor Rates: Wage scales for town work has 
increased approximately 18% during 1953. This increase is reflected 
in the cost to various departments during 1953 and accounts in 
part for many of the overdrafts. The budget as proposed for 1954 
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partially allows for this increase, but does not consider many of 
the extra services that would be desirable in many instances. This 
wage increase was granted to the employees under the policy 
adopted by the Town to pay identical wages as the State pays. 


2. Roads and Bridge Maintenance: The amount of $9,250.00 
as shown represents the minimum required to maintain existing 
town roads in suitable summer and winter travel condition. It 
does not allow for new bridge and abutment construction or major 
repair on class VI roads. An additional appropriation will be re- 
quired to accomplish needed major road and bridge construction 
on these class VI roads. 


3. State Aid Construction: For the past two years this Board 
was of the opinion that construction of Milan Hill Road would 
have been completed. In January 1953 the State Highway Depart- 
ment informed us by letter that $1,250.00, to be raised in 1953, 
would complete the work on Milan Hill. However, due to unex- 
pected contingencies the work was not completed. This year the 
State has requested the Town to raise another $1,2500.00 for State 
Aid Construction. This amount must be raised in order for the 
Town to be eligible for T. R. A. funds. 


4. Sterns Brook Bridge: Last year the Town voted tw pay 
one-half the cost of construction for Sterns Brook Bridge and 
raised $1,000.00 for this purpose. At that time the estimated total 
cost was $10,000.00. Since then, however, the north abutment was 
badly damaged by the March 1953 flood. Emergency repairs were 
made by Mr. Doucette, Road Agent, in order that the bridge could 
be usable throughout the summer. A new abutement is needed and 
is now under construction, thereby constituting an unforseen 
contingency which will undoubtedly raise the cost of the bridge 
by a considerable amount. The State was notified about this abut- 
ment shortly after the flood but was unable to send a construc- 
tion crew to the site until cold weather season. Winter construc- 
tion, at its best, is expensive but the abutement must be con- 
structed before the spring high water as an insurance factor 
against losing the bridge. The State has verbally agreed to start 
the construction of the bridge itself next summer, and $1,000.00 is 
included in the budget for this purpose. Last year’s appropria- 
tion is also available to apply on this item. 


5. Maintenance of Town Hall and Other Town Buildings: 
The amount of $275 as shown in the proposed budget is sufficient 
for routine repairs and janitor service. There are, however, two 
additional items that should receive your considerations and 
suggestions at Town Meeting: 
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(a) The roof of the Austin barn should be repaired. No esti- 
mate as to the cost of repair has been made. 


(b) The Town, through its selectmen, is required by law to 
provide at town expense suitable cases for the preserva- 
tion of the laws, reports, etc. and also to provide suitable 
fireproof safes or other means for the preservation of all 
public records belonging to the Town. The vault at the 
Town Building is badly in need of repair. There are no 
suitable cases, shelves, etc. Records stored in this vault 
become covered with mildew and deteriorate within a few 
years. And the vault is not fireproof. 


6. Previous Year Deficit: Several departments showed an 
overdraft during the previous year which may be accounted for in 
part by the increase in wages, but others, including the Fire 
Department, were overrun by necessity. On the other hand many 
departments including Town Poor, Old Age Assistance, and 
Soldiers’ Aid showed a considerable unexpended balance. In addi- 
tion to these items there were several unusual expenditures, for 
which there were no appropriations. These are explained later in 
detail. It has been determined that the net deficit for the year 
1952 amounts to approximately $1,250.00 as determined by the 
Balance Sheet. You will recall that the 1952 Town Report showed 
a deficit of $880 but that a deficiency appropriation was not pro- 
posed. This condition cannot continue without an appropriation 
to cover the same, therefore, the Selectmen have proposed a 
deficiency appropriation of $1,250.00 for this year. 


7. Additional Compensation for Tax Collector and Selectmen 
for Assessing and Collecting State Head Tax: The 1953 and 1954 
State Head Tax law provides that towns and cities may retain ten 
percent of the amount collected to reimburse the towns and cities 
for their work and expenses in assessing and collecting the head 
tax. No provision was made in the law for compensating the town 
officers responsible for the assessing and collecting of head tax. 
To provide additional compensation for these officers requires a 
vote of the town. The Town is not required to raise any money 
for this item as the ten percent of head tax money retained should 
be sufficient to cover the proposed compensations and still leave a 
fair percentage for the Town itself. 


8. Transfer of Cedar Pond Dam: The Town at the 1953 
Meeting voted to authorize the Selectmen to transfer the owner- 
ship of the dam at the outlet of Cedar Pond to the New Hamp- 
shire Water Resources Board. The Water Resources Board has 
made preliminary examination of the dam but has not accepted 
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it to date. Hearings and negotiations are now being conducted, 
but in all probability the Board will not have formally accepted 
the dam prior to the Town Meeting. As the Selectmen’s authority 
to transfer the ownership expires at this meeting, an article is 
included in the Warrant to extend this authorization. 


9. Discontinuance of the Chickwolnepy Road: This article 
was in the Warrant for the 1953 Town Meeting at which time it 
was voted not to discontinue the road. It appears again in this 
year’s Warrant on a signed petition to the Selectmen. Last year, 
you may recall that $100 was appropriated for summer and winter 
maintenance of this road. Actual maintenance on this road plus 
flood emergency repairs in 1953 greatly exceeded the appropria- 
tion; and then the road was not maintained in what you may call 
a suitable or satisfactory travel condition, mainly because of lack 
of funds. The flood of March 1953 caused considerable damage on 
this road, but of more consequence than the actual damages was 
the fact that it hastened some much needed repair and construc- 
tion that had been postponed pending appropriation of funds. The 
bridge and north abutment must now be replaced to insure the 
safety of this bridge. At the 1953 meeting it was mentioned that 
the abutment was in poor condition and should be replaced, but 
no money was raised for this item. The bridge is now being used, 
but it is supported on posts in the center of the brook, which will 
necessitate the closing of the bridge during the spring high water 
season. No allowance was made in the proposed budget for needed 
repairs and maintenance of this road as the limits of repair are 
indefinite and should be defined at Town Meeting. 


10. Acceptance of Roads: Three articles pertaining to road 
acceptance are contained in the Warrant. Two of these, the Holt 
Road and the Dube Road have been maintained by the Town in 
the past in the belief that they were accepted town roads. An 
examination of the records showed no indication that they were 
ever accepted by the Town, and on this basis the town, in 1953, 
partially discontinued service on these roads. This year the Select- 
men received a signed petition to include an article in the Warrant 
to see what action the town will take to maintain the toad known 
as the Lumbert Road, leading from the Young Road to the Holt 
Residence. The Dube Road falls in the same category and there- 
fore another article was placed in the warrant to cover the accept- 
ance of that road. If one or both roads are accepted they will 
receive maintenance, if not, the service and maintenance will be 
discontinued. 


Another section of road on Route 110 near the Berlin-Milan 
town line has been turned over by the State in letter dated August 
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11, 1953 to the Town for all further maintenance. The Town, pend- 
ing acceptance or rejection of this section of road at the Annual 
Meeting, has furnished maintenance and snow removal at this 
location. 


Emergency Expenditures 
There were several items requiring expenditures during 1953 
for which there were no appropriations. Two of the items are 
discussed below: 


1. Flood Emergency Repairs: The flood of March 1953 caused 
considerable damage to the roads and bridges throughout the 
Town. To isolate these damages from regular road repairs was 
difficult. However, the amount of $2,893.36 spent for flood repairs 
is conservative as it does not include minor washouts and other 
flood damages repaired throughout the summer. The main items 
of damages are itemized as follows: Replace bridge and abut- 
ment—Upper Sterns Brook Bridge; Repair abutment—Lower 
Sterns Brook Bridge; Large washouts and bridge repair—Chick- 
wolnepy Road; Washouts—Spruceville Road. 


2. Timberland Revaluation—In October 1953 a memorandum 
was received from the State Tax Commission stating that the 1953 
session of legislature amended the yield tax law making changes 
which affect its administration. Part of the new section numbered 
4-a which was inserted reads as follows: “The selectmen and 
assessors shall make a list of such timberland and the volume of 
growing wood and timber thereon at the time they take the invoice 
of taxable property, and shall report the information so obtained 
with their estimate of the acreage and volume of growing wood 
and timber to the tax commission required by section 19 of chapter 
59 of the Revised Laws.” 


The State Tax Commission had the following comment to 
make on this revised law: “It is recommended that selectmen and 
assessors begin now to compile the information which they must 
furnish while the weather is such that the lots may be visited if 
necessary.” 


In compliance with the new law and in order that the required 
inventories may be submitted on time, the selectmen engaged the 
services of R. W. Potter and E. J. Peabody to cruise the timber- 
lands, and to make their return of growing wood and timber 
thereon. Both of these men are qualified timber assessors.

Report of Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 


Schools of all times have had a high regard for moral and 
spiritual values. It has always been an important objective of 
teachers to develop and strengthen them. There have been many 
periods of history in which these values have been corrupted. This 
is such a period. 


Moral values have been shaken in our generation by two 
world wars, by a wasteful economic depression, by a resurgence 
of barbarism among supposedly civilized peoples and by the sub- 
ordination of ideals to the technical and material achievements of 
a machine age. 


Teaching correct moral and spiritual values cannot be done by 
the schools alone. This area of education extends outside the 
classroom and the accomplishment of its objectives waits upon the 
cooperation of school, home, church, and community. 


These, our greatest life values, can best be taught through 
the combined efforts of an honesty government, a vital church, a 
stable home, schools staffed with concientious teachers and a 
community that cares. Moral and spiritual values develop out of 
total experience. . 


TEACHERS 


There was but one change in the teaching personnel of the 
district during the past year. Hilda Johnson was employed to 
replace Mildred Young in grades 3-5 in the Village School. She 
formerly taught at Hanover. The other teachers at Milan are; 
Avis Croteau, Principal, grades 6-8 and Marion Armstrong, grades 
1-2. At the West Milan School; Fannie Mullins, Principal, teach- 
ing grades 1-4 and Majel Forrest has grades 5-8. 


TUITION 


In September 1953 we had 36 enrolled at Berlin High School. 
Of this number five are seniors. There are 10 pupils enrolled in 
grade 8 at Milan so it would seem reasonable to expect that the 
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number of tuition pupils would increase next year. The tuition 
rate at Berlin for 1953-54 is $250.00 per pupil. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Transportation contract was awarded Donald Hodgdon in 1952 
for a three-year period. Therefore, the only change in transporta- 
tion costs will be reflected in the number of pupils attending high 
school. 

It is to be recalled that according to the vote taken last year 
the high school transportation is included in the regular budget 
as a part of the transportation costs.

NOTES ON THE BUDGET 


The School Board’s total budget for 1954-55 is $36,626.50 as 
compared with an appropriation of $33,970.68 for last year. Larger 
tuition costs account for $2,000.00 of the increase. Most all of the 
other items remained practically the same. 

The total budget as adopted by the annual meeting will be 
reduced by the offset item $1,000.00 National School Lunch Pro- 
gram as well as the amount received from State Aid and any bal- 
ance remaining on June 30, 1954, 
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ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


There are, at this writing, 128 in the two schools: 53 at the 
West Milan and 75 at Milan Village. This figure represents an 
increase of five over the corresponding period a year ago. 


The percentages of attendance are again rather low. At Milan 
Village grades 6-8 had the highest with 96.30 while the West Milan 
grades 5-8 had the lowest with 94.95. The cooperation of the 
parents is requested in an effort to improve our attendance record. 


There were 57 cases of tardiness in the two schools during the 
past year. The two rooms with the lowest numbers were Milan 
Village Primary with 3 and West Milan upper grades with 4. The 
West Milan Primary room made the poorest record with 27. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


No major repairs were undertaken during the past summer 
months. The two buildings are in fairly good physical condition 
in spite of the fact that the West Milan school was built many 
years ago. It now appears that the roof at West Milan may be 
one of our “near future items.” 

You will note under new equipment in the budget that slightly 
added funds have been requested in order to purchase seats to 
take care of the increasing enrollment. 


CONCLUSION 


It is the purpose of schools to do everything possible to help 
train our boys and girls to become active, reliable, self-supporting 
citizens in a democracy. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to 
the members of the School Board, parents, teachers and friends 
for the interest that they have shown in the schools and for their 
loyal cooperation during the past year.
